tee at yesterday afternoon's meeting. 
Trustee J, W. Adair failed to see what 
the caretakers had to do with the mat- 
ter, and was of the opinion that re- 
commendations from the lMederation 
were in order for the consideration of 
the board. 

A delegation of caretakers mad 
known to the committee that they hal 
discussed the matter of fees with the 
league executive during the week. and 
that thy could not agree to the latter's 
suggestion that a $2 rate be paid for 
certain classes of entertainment in 
schools consisting of cight rooms or 
less. 

After discussion relative to the var- 
lous classes of entertainment and edu- 
cational programs to be held in the 
scnuols, it was decided toe recommend 
that $2 be charged for the use ot 
buildings for lectures, business mevct- 
ings and physical training classes, in- 
cluding volley bali and similar games, 
and that a fee of $5 be fixed for socia: 
gatherings to be held in the auditori- 
ums of large schools. No decision was 
reached regarding the payment for 
whist drives and dances in the schools, 
® suggestion Ly the Federation .of 
Community Leagues that a $3 i«e be 
charged, meeting with no success, and 
a motion by Chairman 8.

OCEAN RATES MAY BE 
CUT 10 TO 15 PER CENT.

Ottawa, 


TORONTO, Feb. 6.—The 
Star, in a despatch from 
Bays: 

“It is stated that the reduction in 
ocean rates proposed will average 
fiom ten to fifteen per cent and that 
the benefit to the country will far 
more than compensate for the cost 
of the subveations. A Toronto furni- 
ture man, for instance, is _ credited 
with having said that if he could 
secure a reduction of as low as five 
per cent in the ocean rates, he could 
jand furniture in Great Britain which 
he cannot export to that country to- 


day. 
“Some idea of the extent of the rate 
reductions contemplated may be 


gathered from the fact that the estim- 
ated rate on cattle is $16.00 per head, 
as against a rate of over $20.00 now 
being charged. 

“The fleet of ten vessels to be used 
in this scheme have already been ap- 
proved by the British shipping board.”

Supreme Court Gives Decision 
in Important Case Tried at

Sale Made Without Notice! 
Being Given Owner or Hold- 
er of Mortgage. 


Arsene’ Pelletier of Legal whose 
farm home with 20 years’ improve- 
ments was sold without his know- 
ledge recently by the Municipality of 
Opal because taxes were apparently 


iy, arrears remains evicted by the (de- 
cision of the Supreme Court. He 
brought action for the recovery of 
his land showing that $6€ taxes he 
had paid were by error of the secre- 
tary-treasurer credited to other land 
of his. Because of this error Chief 
Justice Simmons awards Pelletier 
$4,500 damages, but he wants his 
home and an appeal is probable, 
The Municipality which sold the 
land by auction and with scarcely 
any publicity, realized $2,700 and 
kept ‘it alt. After the error had been 
discovered the officials made an cf- 
fort to regain possession of the farm 
but the purchaser refused to give it 
up. Now they are $2,000 out of pocket 
instead of that much to the good, 
und are considering appealing in view 
of the danger that may accompany 
all similar gales of land acquired for 
taxes. 
Peter Dowhoniuk, the purchaser 
in good faith has been upheld in his 
title secured at the tax sale and filed 
immediately thereafter, The court 
held that the Municipality having be- 
come registered owners of the pro- 
perty after hold’mg a caveat against 
the farm for a time, issued a sound 
title to the bifyer. The Alberta statute 
of 1922 provides that any transfer 
granted by a municipality, following 
tax recovery proceedings, is an ab- 
solute title when registered and cures 
all or any previous irregularities. 
This phase of the legislation pass- 
ed by the farmer government which 
was generally hatied by rural muni- 
cipal districts as aiding them in ef- 
fecting sales of property acquired for 
taxes, many of which had titles ‘n- 
volved by mortgages, is now looked 
upon with suspicion, since damago 
claims may be aimed at their tax 
sale proceedings. Formerly only “tax 
sale certificates” were issued at the 
tax sale and the buyer effected the 
transfer of the property from the 
previous holder in the registry office. 
As this would be the first appeal 
made against a court decision turn- 
ing upon the fact that the municipal-

We had 
nothing to do with the constitution 
of the board and we have beer, skep- 
tical of any good it might do, as it 
has been customary to whitewash 
British Empire Steel Corporation 
and damn us. 

“However, tf ycuc board is sincere, 
we will do our part. We will tempor- 
arily continue the present status, 
pending proper remedial measures.”’ 

The convention suggésted a pro- 
posal to continue work at the rates 
paid January 16, 1926, for a period

SETTLE DISPUTE 
ON SCHOOL FEES 


Amicable Agreement is Reach- 
ed Between Splan District 
and Edmonton Board. 


Probably the first arrangement re- 
Sarding the payment of school fees 
by country districts, satisfactory to 
both the Edmonton Public School 
Board and the district trustees, has 
solved the dispute between the Splan 
school district, west of the City, which 
developed last year on the subject of 
additional fees for High School pupils, 

A delegation consisting of secretary 
treasurer Hadley, and Trustees Grier- 
son and Weber, of the Splan district, 
have reached an amicable arrange- 
ment with the Finance Committee of 
the local school board comprising 
Trustees R. V. Bellz J. W. Adair, 
and 8, A. G. Barnes, which involves 
an upward revision of the former fee 
paid by the Splan district to $3,000. 
The district trustees had been under 
the impression that the former fee 
of $2,400 had included the admission 
of any High Schoo! pupils the district 
might send into the city, and some 
misunderstanding had resulted last 
year on this account. The new ar- 
rangement covers the enrolment of 
pupils in the Jasper Place school on 
a per capita basis of $53 each pupil, 
while the Edmonton School Board 
will undertake to look after all High 
School pupils of the Splan district. 


EXTENSION OF 
ROAD IS ASKED 


Government is to Introduce 


Lacombe and Northwestern 


It is the intention of the Alberta 
Government to introduce a bill for 
consideration at the coming session of 
the legislature asking for an appro- 
priation to build an extension to the 
Lacombe and Northwestern railway. 

It in expected that the bill introduc- 
ed will call for the building of about 
twenty miles of additonal line beyond 
the present terminus of Hoadley. 

The estirmated cost of the extension 
according to competent engineers is 
placed at $760,000, but this is a very 
conservative estimate and may very 
easily be exceeded. 

Considerable pressure has been 
brought to bear on the Government 
th@ this extension be constructed, 
and as the railway is the property of 
the Province, the government is ac- 
ceding to the request of the settlers 
in the districts that will be served 
with this extension, provided that per- 
mission of the legislature is obtained.

Must Reach Peak. 

"The upward movement obviously 
cannot go on for ever, ani eventually 
the peak must be reached, after which 
ua downward novement must naturally 
ovcur. There are indications that the 
peak has been reached, and that $2.20 
wheat will not be seen again for some 
considerable time unless severe dam- 
age should take place to the new 
crops, Wheat prices have now drop- 
ped about 28 cents from the peak, in 
three drastic declines which wiped out 
muny wenk holders. Just how far 
prices will fall none can tell, but 
when wheat prices with the exception 
of the war period, are of unprecedent- 
ed high levels, it might be well to ut- 
ter a word of warning, so that those 
who otill have a profit or any part of 
their original capital stil! left, may 
protect themselves while there is still 
time, 

Rig Fluctuations. 

“With a market jumping quite 
often several cents a day, with the 
gencral tendency steadily upward for 
a long period, six or seven months, 
there is bound to be a belief in still 
higher prices, and, based upon this 
belief, a certain class of buyer, 
whose speculative tendencies far ex- 
ceed their capital, are always active 
on the long side of the market, think- 

| ing that they have ecnly to buy wheat 
today and to be able to pick up some 
easy money tomorrow. 

| “To tho ordinary conservative per- 
son, uninitiated into the mysteries of 
speculating in grain prices, it would 
be a revelation to discover the claus 
of persons who have been playing the 
game, The number of commission 
houses or black-board rooms on tho 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange have grown 
from six last year to nearly forty ut 
the present time and all are crowded 
and have been doing a rushing busi- 
ness. Among the clients will be found 
men and women, both young, middlc- 
aged and elderly, both mative born 
and new Canadians. 

Sensational Advance. 

“The sensational advance in wheat 
prices that has taken place since last 
spring, values climbing from 97 cents 
to $2.20, has been brought about by a 
combination of circumstances, which 
in the first place warranted a legitim- 
ate upward tendency, but it is undeni- 
ably true that the dizzy heights finally 
reached was the result of speculation 
by the outside public. This class of 
gambling has not only been going on 


has been going om more or less, in 
every market of the world. To such 
an extent has this speculative buying 
been carried on, that the contro! of 
market prices was completely taken 
out of the hands of the trade, and for 
the first time in many, many years, 
the Liverpool and London markets 
have been unable to dictate the prices 
they were prepared to pay tor food 
grains, based on the law of supply and 
demand, and have been forced to pay 
prices that have been boomed by spe- 
culation. 

“It is believed that the present 
world’s supplies of food grains are 
very close to world's requirements, 
but if all can be marketed before the 
movement of a new crop, it is not be- 
lieved that any actual shortage ex- 
ists. Shipments from Argentfne, Aus- 
tralia and India are now very heavy 
and the amount on passage, heading 
for Europe, is almost at record fig- 
ures, which is causing a decided easi- 
ness and a lessened demand ia over- 
seas markots,”’

MINERS STRIKE 
AT BELL ISLAND 


Time Clock System is Object- 


ed to—Split in Government 
is Threatened. 


ST. JOHN'S, Nfid., Feb. 6,---(Cana- 
dian Press)—-A strike of all the 
workers in the Belle Island mines of 
the British Empires Steel Corporation 
here and a threatened split between 
the Newfoundland government and 
the corporation resulted today from 
the action of the latter in introducing 
the time-clock system in the mines, 
The men refuse to go to work unless 
the old system is restored or an al- 
ternative of an eight-hour day with 
the clock system, The corporation 
declared that the new system of clock 
punching was introduced tn the in- 
terests of safety and time saving and 
have advised the men’s representa- 
tives, it was announced tonight, that 
unless the men return to work by 
Yebruary 9 they will all be pald off. 

The situation of the men has been 
laid before the minister of justice 
with the result that the premier has 
sent the following messages to Roy 
Wolvin, president of the British Bm- 
pire Steel Corporation. 

“You gave us to understand men's 
condition certainly would be no worse 
than before, Putting these new regu- 
lations into force without even con- 
sulting us or men appears to be 
breach of agreement end i# the !ast 
straw. With the already dissatisfied 
miners, it seems to us just as well to 
do without this industry {f better 
cannot be done. Unless conditions 
made satisfactory to miners, govern. 
ment does not feel bound to confirm 
agreement.”

The senate, he said ,is not an elective 
body, but rather works on the pat- 
ronage system. It is not appointed 


on grounds of public service, but by 


the government in power for purely 
political reasons. When the govern- 
ment goes out of power, the senate 
may veto any bills Drought in by the 
new government, should {t so choose, 
and is thus a menace.
